Presley was not only the first but 
the greatest myth that rock ‘n’ roll ever 
produced. His place fixed that his 
death will change nothing. era has 
come end; the current shape rock 
roll popular music will not alter; the 
pattern our daily lives will not shift. 
This not because produced 
Top Ten hit five years; not because his 
recent performances had bloated into 
self-parody; not because the last few 
years (by some reports) had slid into 
self-imposed dementia. Nothing will 
change because the idea Elvis Presley, 
much more than Presley himself, has 
been constant part our culture almost 
since the day launched into the first 
the Sun Studios 1954. 

There the shock his absence, 
course. confused the myth with 
Presley, somehow assuming would 
always there. some ways don’t 
think were wrong. Like any myth, 
Presley answered needs did not know 
had. Which say that didn’t 
possess extraordinary talent and 
even more extraordinary ability 
manipulate it, only that poured 
much into Presley that became our 
own monumental, ghastly, exhilarating 
reflection. His death change 
anything, because when opened his 
mouth years ago Elvis Presley changed 
almost everything. 

impossible speak about 
Presley without hyperbole. changed 
the scope things. More than the 
Top Ten singles, the million-dollar 


sellers, the huge movie more 


than the unleashing entire 
generation adolescents, more than the 
specials beamed around the world, 
the sell-out concerts Madison Square

this was unprecedented, course), 
what Elvis Presley did was change our 
notion what was possible. wasn’t 
that said there were limits his 
case, success was the final limit but that 
the limits were far less confining than 
anyone imagined.

But they are among the 
most important rock ‘n’ roll records ever 
made. All Right

ballads) and did altogether naturally. 
This isn’t say that these songs not 
express struggle pain, only that they 
have assurance and innocence about 
them which transcend their content.

Five local independent inventors who are 
waiting for the world beat paths their doors

not true that everything good has 
already been invented. Just this spring, 
the United States Patent Office saw fit 
grant patents Concord man Who 
developed Earlobe Piercing Apparatus, 
Henry Stokes Hingham for his 
Splinter Puller, and Weymouth 
inventor who discovered Magnetic Bingo 
Markers. 


But true that the independent 
inventor endangered, not 
vanishing, species. Thomas Edison 
obtained almost 1100 patents his 
lifetime, but things were simpler half- 
century ago. 


These days, the initial inspiration not 
even half the battle. After invention 
has undergone the required series 
modifications and transfigurations, its 
creator must patent it. Though 
possible file one’s own total cost 
$235 (as Daniel Baldi Brockton did 


for his Resilient Tubing-Powered Gig for 
Spearing Fish), most people take the 
Patent Office’s advice and retain patent 
attorney (at average $1000 $1500) 
followed usually 19-month wait 
while the application steered through 
bureaucratic channels. 

But even after this accomplished, 
gizmo that patentable not necessarily 
marketable: there are enough futile 
patents issued annually stretch from 
here Menlo Park. The concept that 
seemed essential its early stages 
frequently turns out have appeal 
all manufacturers. Inventor Rick 
Onanian Arlington, who holds seven 
patents and consults with and teaches 
other inventors, estimates that only one 
hundred patented inventions ever 
successfully produced and marketed, and 
that only one thousand ideas worth 
pursuing the first place. 

The amateur inventor, then, can 


tempted marketing firms that wax 
enthusiastic over his creation, and 
promise patent and find him 
manufacturer exchange for up-front 
succumbs such offers will probably 
regret it, since such companies’ records 
selling inventions are poor: several are 
under investigation indictment state 
attorneys general.

don’t have very observant 
notice what has happened toma- 
toes. Their decline quality has made 
gourmands pine for those weeks Aug- 
ust when they can find tomatoes. that 
were actually allowed ripen the 
vine. Not the tough pink cotton-y things 
get the other ten months the year, 
but real red tomatoes with patches 
green near the stem and maybe even 
worm. (Even worms touch toma- 


that’s been gassed with ethylene.) 


Until few years ago, supermarkets 
would carry the artificially ripened to- 
matoes from Florida California only 
during the months when 
grown fruits were not season. But now, 
most supermarkets stock native to- 
matoes all. And the fault actually lies 
with consumers, who have continually 
demanded blemish-free, spotless, thick- 
skinned tomatoes which will not burst 
from too much handling and keep well 
for several days (after all, look how far 
traveled). 

few plants the back yard can keep 
whole family happy, and while recipes 
calling for their use abound, the best way 
enjoy their pure, fragrant taste sim- 
ply peel and slice freshly picked toma- 
toes, adding little oil and squeeze 
lemon juice. 

store tomatoes for the winter, you 
should make soups, sauces purees and 


freeze them, can whole peeled toma- 
toes just their juice following any 
canning guide recent date. It’s shame 
they are ripe the time year when you 
may feel least like cooking. But you 
pass the beautiful juicy beefsteaks, the 
sweet cherry tomatoes, Italian

the best weekend escapes 
from the city are the area’s gardens. 
And within easy drive Boston 
Cambridge are many arboreta, garden es- 
tates and other horticultural wonders that 
cost little nothing see. 

Designs include styles diverse 
Italian gardens and English landscapes 
planned look unplanned. Whether it’s 
landscape architecture that interests you, 
botany, simple aesthetic contem- 
plation, these are the best months for gar- 
den-hopping. 

Remember that all horticultural 
parks, tree climbing and picking plant 
material are prohibited, and pets are 
usually discouraged. Check 
nicking policies, which vary. 


Lunch hour gardens the city 


Landscape architect Frederick Law 
Olmsted’s famous park system, the 


Emerald Necklace, stretches from the city 
center far out into the Jamaicaway. 
particular interest are the Fenway Rose 
climbing and hybrid tea var- 
ieties, and the Public Gardens’ rare trees 
and formal displays annuals. 

Second only Olmsted’s park system 
the Brookline network parks. Most 
notable are Longwood Mall (Kent Street 
off Beacon Street), which has double 
avenue magnificent European beech 
trees, and the rose garden Henry 
Minot Park (Goddard Avenue and New- 
ton Street) which contains the remains 
the Weld formal garden, built 1901. 
now encloses tennis court, and much 
the brickwork and balconies have been 
damaged. But fine views and some orna- 
mental trees remain. 

Surprisingly, the Suffolk County 
Courthouse Pemberton Square con- 
tains Boston’s most famous roof garden. 
Lovingly planted with annuals and rose

The research facility and nursery for 
the Arnold Aboretum Harvard Uni- 
Case Estates (135 Wellesley 
Street, Weston). Here, plantings are 
arranged rows display beds, seed- 
lings are tested; the best ornamentals are 
sent the Arboretum. The Case Estates 
are noted for their day lily 
and lily collections, interesting peren- 
nials and ground covers, well 
woodland wildflower path. Admission 
112 acres free. From April Septem- 
ber, the Estates are open from a.m. 
p.m. Tours are available. 

Some might think slightly ghoulish 
admire landscaping graveyard, but 
the Mount Cemetery (580 
Mount Auburn Street, Cambridge) was 
designed for just this purpose. Laid out 
the Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society 1831, the oldest garden 
cemetery the country, and has long 
been the field observatory for landscape 
architecture students examining arrange- 
ments leaves and bark.

The 
protagonists invariably around say- 
what want,” and their supportive but 
fearful wives ask questions like not 
the money, baby, the risk, isn’t 
Because never threatens depart from 
this formula, Greased Lightning offers 
suspense.

The racing sequences are exciting 
enough, yet what one remembers the 
warmth and accuracy the exchanges 
between Scott and Peewee (Cleavon 
Little), his oldest friend the best 
nigger race car driver there ever 
fact, the only nigger race car 
driver there ever the dumb- 
founded excitement Scott’s mechanic, 
Woodrow (in surprisingly good per- 
formance singer upon 
meeting the black race-car driver for the 
first time; and the nervous respect that 
Beau Bridges’s poor white mechanic ex- 


races 


presses for Pryor. Schultz exceedingly 
careful not sentimentalize Bridges, the 
only sympathetic white, idealize 
Bridges’s friendship with Pryor. Their 
comradeship established truly 
funny scene which they defend them- 
selves segregated restaurant with 
Confederate flag. But the small mo- 
ments between the two Bridges’s re- 
fusing drink out Pryor’s Coke bot- 
tle, Pryor’s inability tell Bridges that 
ought look for another job which 
imply the complexity their friendship, 
friendship defined but not limited 
race.

Set Christopher 
Nowak. the American Stage Festival, 
Milford, New Hampshire, repertory 
through August 26. 


Alfred Webber failed ‘to 


learn the first two installments the 
Wakefield trilogy that you can home 
again but Playwright Israel 
Horovitz has now completed the cycle 
three plays set his home town 
Wakefield, Massachusetts, and dealing 
with that peaceful burg’s most famous 
but means favorite son, smug but 
secretly tormented real estate tycoon who 
made his first bundle before was old 
enough vote selling swampland 
right out from under his clay-footed fel- 
low townies. 

Alfred the Great, our heto returned 
the quaint New England scene his 
spawning and subsequent crimes 
impotent insomniac whose mental 
plumbing was completely Evi- 
dently hoped find his native soil 
adequate leaching for the sins life- 
time, though was unable recall just 
what those heinous familial felonies were. 
Like Oedipus, Alfred pursued himself, 
unknowingly, into mire shifting 
memory. Events were fixed but various- 
perceived; reunion pleasantries 
masked ancient tensions, guilts. 
ered whose very existence had 
repressed the town funny farm, do- 
ing vaudeville penance for his 
transgressions. The old man obligingly 
died soon thereafter, but not before in- 
troducing Alfred’s venomously long-suf- 
fering wife, Emily, coitally tangled 
family skeletons. 

Alfred Dies, the final lap the tril- 
ogy (being given impressive world- 
premiere production the American 
Stage Festival Milford, New Hamp- 
shire), the title character finds himself lit- 
erally caged the behest his wife 
beneath the town bandstand, just prior 
the Fourth July. Above, preparations 
are under way for Indepen- 
dence Day Alfred’s sub- 
terranean prison Judgement Day 
hand. And about much 
chance acquittal Cain. 

Jailer/wife Emily and her two 
kel henchpersons who double court- 
room custodians and erstwhile plaintiffs 
have already determined his guilt. 
shatter his glibness. Ironically, Alfred 
doesn’t die; flayed layer after lay- 
protective coating until all ‘his 
concealed crimes including 
incest and the visitation upon the town 
then left writhe responsibility his 
water ration dwindles. 


Dies the most tightly 
wound and vividly theatrical all the 
Wakefield plays. But like the others, 
operates several levels, from the myth- 
the blatantly melodramatic. Hor- 
ovitz has written inside-out mystery 
(we know Alfred dunnit, and does he, 
but what it?); American Gothic 
thriller; allegorical treatment guilt; 
Freudian puzzle; macabre hick-burg 
farce. There are echoes the Oresteia, 
The Trial, The Guiding Light, even the 
Hatfield/McCoy feud. Horovitz may be, 
often claimed, thematic cousin 
Pinter and Beckett, but takes pecu- 
liarly American audacity shuffle the 
pages Greek tragedy with those the 
National Enquirer. 

Taken literally, the life and alleged 
misdeeds Alfred Webber are al- 
most too sordid taken seriously. 
not only steeped but surrounded 
incest; sibling ribaldry both leitmotiv 
and favorite pastime his little town. 
Mental deterioration and sterility are 


inevitable gossip. What interests Hor- 
ovitz here not much the labyrin- 
thine twists the Webber family tree 
the stultifying, inbred quality small- 
town life general. His Wakefield the 
underbelly, perhaps the mid-20th-cen- 
tury aftermath, Wilder’s Grovers Cor- 
ners. 

Whether not the genetic jumble 
Wakefield strains credulity and fear 
does, tipping the plays toward too-comic 
confusion Horovitz works his way out 
the communal womb with imagina- 
tion and craft, drawing the conven- 


tions popular genres from the revenge 


tragedy the pulp western. (The ro- 
mantic youths decaying characters are 
recalled with Ponderosaic sweep: was 
humble dressmaker and was bread- 
truck driver, but had something 

And the playwright understands the 
basic and embarrassing truth about 
returning the grounds one’s adoles- 
cent stomping: once there, you regress. 
Much the bitchy humor Alfred Dies 
(and for all the play’s ominousness, 
wickedly funny) derives from the jux- 
taposition Alfred’s dire situation with 
revived juvenile rivalries. Emily has cho- 
sen her husband’s warden and rough- 
er-upper the lummoxy Lynch, unem- 
ployed construction worker and former 
town bully, who once resents like hell 
and longs bask the reflected glory 
his old success. Lynch the 
salt the earth just itching rub 
little himself into Alfred’s reopened 
wounds. Alfred, for his part, weasely 


but impeccably syntactical sort whose 


principal defense under stress cor- 
rect the grammar his nemeses: hits 
below the belt with hardbound copy 
Strunk White. This superciliousness 
not only sheds light Alfred’s charac- 
ter and why engenders much hos- 
tility, also makes for crazy, tension- 
shattering conversation, when Alfred, 
perceiving the seriousness his pre- 
whereupon Lynch asks that’s any- 
thing like barbecue. And intel- 
lectual veneer can’t hide his true colors 
for long. Provoked, dives right 
level, resorting every moronic 
ethnic slur the junior-high handbook.

Hor- 
ovitz has finally made his alter ego’s ob- 
stretrically disaster-prone wife, sinister 
cipher the first two plays, comprehen- 
sible. Emily and Alfred have, each ex- 
plains one time another, been stuck 
together for long that neither can re- 
member first Their 
shames have mingled, but she has borne 
the brunt along with four dead chil- 
dren. She has, sense, served sex- 
ual receptacle for the tribal guilt, and all 
because Alfred Emily’s ven- 
detta against her husband, then, com- 
plex: revenge tinged with tenderness and 
self-loathing.

LOVE’S LABOUR’S LOST William 
Shakespeare. Directed Stephen

Lost has historically 
taken bum rap. One 


earliest comedies, probably his least- 
produced, ostensibly because too 
heavily peppered with court 
unintelligible references then-contem- 
porary thought. The plot revolves around 
the scholarly King Navarre, who ex- 
tracts oath from his male students 
eschew the company women during 
their three-year course study. Once the 
vow taken, however, news comes the 
imminent arrival official business 
the Princess France with trio 
ladies-in-waiting. The ensuing dilemma 
how fete properly the French 
emissary without breaking the oath, 
made more perilous Cupid’s whizzing 
arrows, provides occasion for Bardic dis- 
course the comparative virtues in- 
tellectual and romantic pursuit. 

This spoke directly the Elizabethan 
belief the nobility academic absorp- 
tion (cf. Dr. Faustus), but 
given the less-than-pristine reputation 
academe enjoys today, the conflict seems 
pretty ludicrous. And though the loftily 
debated oath less reasonable dra- 
matic device than, say, Portia’s pick-the- 
casket game Merchant Venice, LLL 
suffers from not having snappy stage 
action cut the cerebration. 

But the Publick Theatre’s outdoor pro- 
duction gives the play new look, both 
literally and figuratively, updating the 
setting turn-of-the-century England. 
Retaining the obscure word play, the pro- 
duction nonetheless allows the 16th-cen- 
tury Platonist philosophy eclipsed 
importance the gorgeous Ed- 
wardian costumes (Navarre and his men 
look like early-model Arrow shirt ads) 
and the Wilde-ish wit.

beat critics and the ever-plused Sandy 
Berman). This equilibrium carries him 
through the less successful projects (such 
the last two Milestone albums) the 
brilliant ones never stop expecting. 
Supertrios, which joins Tyner’s piano 
with each two rhythm sections (Ron 
Carter and Tony Williams, Eddie Gomez 
and Jack DeJohnette), one the great- 
est triumphs (and most revealing chap- 
ters) career. 

Pianistic sources clearly contributed 
Tyner’s style, but the mutually reward- 
ing affiliation with John Coltrane of- 
ten cited the most critical influence. 
Tyner’s long, blinding arpeggios clearly 
reflect Coltrane even his solo ap- 
proach has turned more amelodically rhy- 
thmic, suggesting that drummer Elvin 
Jones may have had equal 
Jones, who achieved one the ultimate 
expressions jazz playing dis- 
pensing with the phrases and 
dynamic shadings Max Roach fa- 
vor sonic mass and polyrhythmic den- 
sity, may have been the true model for 
Tyner’s increasingly direc- 
tion recent years.

One will not 
learn from this account, however, that 
1976 Kevin White, like the city adminis- 
tration four decades before, went the 
state legislature for commuter tax and 
received the same response from simil- 
arly anti-urban body. Nor does Trout 
point out that George Wallace, the 
Father Coughlin tradition, won plural- 
ity Boston votes the 1976 Demo- 
cratic presidential primary, that the 
ethnic background city officeholders 
today remains overwhelmingly Irish 
(with the exception one Italian the 
city council and another the school 
committee), despite intervening 
change the structure the council and 
unsuccessful federal court suit aimed 
broadening representation munici- 
pal government. 

Perhaps the sensibility jour- 
nalist, not historian, that finds such 
omissions serious flaws. And doubt- 
less the detail this book, which for the 
most part clearly written, will make 


invaluable reference for the many afi- 
cionados Boston Realpolitik, who will 
delight reading about past feuds and 
strategies, and about the excésses the 
late Mayor James Michael Curley, just 
they delight such struggles today. But 
for those whom such detail not in- 
teresting per se, this book will prove per- 
plexing. Trout tends recite facts, not 
interpret them, and his rather unfocused 
account will not much aid the untutored 
better understanding the Boston the 
‘30s, the city today.

for instance, Boston journalist Alan Lu- 
po’s theme his recent Liberty’s Chos-

That Reno Sweeney’s, with its Art- 
Decorated Paradise Room, potted palms 
and indirect lighting, should have be- 
come haven for growing audience 
sophisticates who had either outgrown 
never felt comfortable with rock 
grubby populism perhaps understand- 
able, but that audience came later. The 
group that provided the strongest initial 
support for cabaret, and which many 
ways was responsible for shaping its sen- 
sibility, was the gay male audience. 

There are several reasons why gays 
should the vanguard the cabaret 
audience. One the predominance fe- 
male performers. And gay men, more 
than their heterosexual counterparts, 
tend identify with the concerns (us- 
ually love for suffering the hands 
men) women performers, who, turn, 
enjoy being appreciated for their emo- 
tional rather than sexual appeal. The 
other important connection between cab- 
aret and gay audiences its quality ex- 
clusivity. The intimate size (clubs seat 
200, more) necessitates high ad- 
mission prices staggering cover 
and minimum standard. Without the 
responsibilities family life, gay men 
generally have more time and money than 
adult heterosexuals spend enter- 
tainment. And the limited capacity, the 
isolated intimacy and high prices en- 
courage sense adventure and discov- 
ery both performer and audience. Be- 
cause there’s not lot money 
made singing cabarets and most per- 
formers are relatively unknown, people 
who will pay the steep tab must there- 
fore willing take chance the 
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end result speaker that has superb 
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characteristics.

This has had particularly damaging 
effect women performers who exag- 
gerate their emotions and their self-im- 
ages without irony intelligence. 
Whether the audience demands such ex- 
tremes the performer assumes the aud- 
ience expects it, the result such excess 
repellent brand misogyny. When 
Monique van Vooren parades around the 
stage with drag version herself lip- 
synching unison the Mamas and 
Papas’ recording Call Your Name,” 
when she sings Cry for Ar- 
glitter gown left over from The Wizard 
Oz, she does without trace aware- 
ness that she ridiculous and dumb. And 
when tiny, tubby Judith Cohen appears 
onstage spike heels and unflattering 
black smock boogie and yowl her way 
through Land Make like 
Totie Fields imitating Janis Joplin, 
when she delivers interminable mono-

superior use its unique resources, the 
best cabaret fulfills the potential its ex- 
clusive advantages. When Barbara Cook 
stands the doorway and begins sing 
her opening number, Song With 
Me,” unmiked and unaccompanied, she 
achieves effect immediate, spon- 
taneous, transferable other time, 
place, performer, audience that only 
cabaret can create.
